was attended by Source 8559* Hi® wife, and AH Le e—t a . 

b. Purpoee: To recaiva identifying data on two potential legato to be 
utilised In Joint 0CA/5I3th operation. 

c, Exact time, date, end place j On 27 June 67 , telephonic contact with 
SUBJECT rtwealed that He had converted with the potential legman mentioned in 
referenced CR, and tlmt whereas this individual was lntareated in one time 
coenltoente during Ms free tine, hie ecoeptanoe of a teaching posit! oMat a 
Hamburg university precluded his employment with SUBJECT on a full time basis* 
SUBJECT further revealed that He had considered two other individuals, and 
that in addition trf having mala an approach to one of them, He waa aohadulad 
to matt with the other on 3 July 67 . It waa than agreed that AH Leasman would 
contact SUBJECT on 4 July 67 to make arrangements for the next Mating, at 
which time he would receive the results of SUBJECT* « discussions with both of 
the above-mentioned potentials. A second telephonic contact on 4 July 67 
established SUBJECT’S availability, and Ha waa advlaed that the AH would 
arrive In Hamburg on 5 July 67, and would get in touch with him immediately 
thereafter* Upon arriving In Hamburg, the AH again contacted SUBJECT, and 
avveetlng was arranged for 1500 hours at the Cafe Vila, located on the comer 
of Alatertor and Babolaen, Haafcurg. The AK arrived et the meeting site et 

, lb 50 hours end wet joined by SUBJECT, who approached fran the direction of 
! the Heuptbahnbof at 1455 hours.

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i. Clone of Meeting end New Meeting Arrangements: The flrnt meeting 
terminated et approximately l£l5 bourn, vhen SUBJECT and AH departed the 
Cafe Wila end proceeded la different direction*, Prior to termination of 
the first meeting* it wao agreed that the AH would meet SUBJECT and Hi* 
wife for lunch on 6 July 67 * so as to enable SUBJECT to deliver a book 
written by Wolfgang Bcrtke, one of the two potential legmen mentioned in 
Para lo above. This eeoond meeting was hald at 1230 hours In the Oast- 
statten-Betriebe* located on Xiroheallee * opposite the Kauptbahnbef* 
Hamburg. The presence of SUBJECT'S wife precluded further operational dis- 
cussions* end following delivery of the above-mentioned book* conversation 
was restrioted to matters of mutual interest regarding Consunist China and 
the Island of Taiwan. The meeting was terminated at lUlO hours* when the 
AH accompanied SUBJECT and Hie wife to the front Of the Hauptbahnhof, 
at which point they departed in the direction of the shopping district of 
Hamburg. Prior to their departure* the AH advised that he will be in the 
Hamburg area In approximately two weeks, and that he will contact SUBJECT 
at that time to errange tha next moating time and site. 

2. (C) OPERATIONAL MATTERS: j 

a. SUBJECT reiterated that since the last meeting of 21 June 67 , he has 
conferred with tjo additional potential legmen, and that he has rsoelvad com- 
mi taints of willingness from both Individuals to work on a part-time basis. 
SUBJECT Indio atad that the two individuals are acquainted with eaoh other* 
but that He Is unaware of the extent of their acquaintanceship. Information 
regarding both individuals was supplied by SUBJECT ss follows 1

> (l) Voldemar SEEBQDE 1 SEEBQDE is described as a former executive 
of the Phrlx Company of Hamburg, manufacturers of liquid gas, who was re- 
leased with a continuing one year* s salary whan a business recession forced 
the compan y to curtail production sometime in or around October 1$ 66. Since 
that time* SKEBODE has become affiliated with a construction company (believed 
to be a Savings and Loan agency) as a building Inspector and evaluator. 

SEEBQDE is further described es being leas than 50 years of age; presenting 
a very credible appearance in dress, but appearing to be somewhat shy and 
retloent with strangers. SUBJECT stats s his apparent retioenoe is an o ut w a rd 
impression only, and is soon diss ipat ed whan Es Is given an opportunity to 
demonstrate his mental prowess. SEEBQDE has maintained continuing con- 
nections with the German /A si on organisations of Hamburg, and aspires to 
becoming an official of the Oesellschaft fuar Ostaslenkunde (Society for 
East Aslan Research) , tentative ly p lanned to be organi sed under a grant from 
the Volkswagen foundation. SUBJECT states that SEEBQDE indicated he could be 
available seven to ten days a month, and indicated he would expect a 
remuneration of BMW 200 per mission, over and above expenses* for hie serrioes.

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> (2) irolff^itc RARTKE: BAHT KE is described so * Sinologist in his 

dm right, who ban fttudied Chinos® culture and language at the University 
of Hamburg, and Jo addition to having conducted extensive research In the 
•ooiologicaX and economical eepeots of Red Chine, has also published two 
of Mo najor efforts concerning a registry of Chineae Coraunist Party 
Officials, and production of oil in China* (A book entitled *Chlnak6pfe' 
vaa delivered to the ATT by SUBJECT at the second meeting described herein) * 
SUBJECT expressed his regrets that lie did not have a oopy of the book dealing 
with oil production in China, but that He h as se en it, end that it Is 
complete with faotual data and pictures . BARTER indicated he would be 
available approximately four days a month, and requested the amount of 
VIW IDO per day resun eretio's for hie services* BARTKE further stated his 
desire to present each interviewee with one each copy of Ms books, at a 
t otal cost of BMC 50. Anent the above oost, SUBJECT states that he advised 
BARTKE that presentation of hie books would only be considered necessary In 
those cases where potential intervlevees were not knowledgeable of the 
Ostasiatlsoher Vereln, or of SUBJECT* e status as one of the foremost Sino- 
logist of West Germany . SUBJECT further adriaed that following Hie Aiming 
to the amount of Mi 100 per day as possibly more than He oould provide, 
BARTKE lndl cat edj that he is aware that SUBJECT la forced to conduct Hi a 
personal research within the framework of a limited budget, and that he may 
be amenable to a lesser figure* During a dlsausslon of BARTKE* s requested 
remuneration, the AH suggested that in any further discussions with him, 
SUBJECT should attempt to ascertain his willingness to work on a flat rate 
mission basis, more In line with that of SKEBCDE, so as to preclude any 
dissension in the event both men are utilised and later begin to compare 
notes regarding their Individual payments. SUBJECT Indicated that of the two 
potentials, BARTKE is far better qualified for the job, and would be expected 
to provide maximun results for bis efforts. Bote: During a brief meeting 

with Kr. 0CA » Hamburg, on 21 June 67, rJt r :s , .‘ advised that 

BARTKE reportedly maintain an extensive file of Chinese Ccaraucist personali- 
ties (OB), end that OCA, Hamburg maintains more than Just a passing interest 
in this file.

Ho checks required on ted 
potential legmen, as SEE3GDA is full tine Source of OCA, Hamburg, and f 
operational Interest has alraady been eatabllahad In BABTKX by 513th. Hotel 
A pe rusal of SUBJECT'S dossier Indicates that vhareaa LACc were subeadtted 
on BAHTKB during March 1?66, there is no indication* of their return, or 
of follow-up motion. 

8. (C) AH COMMEHT?: A cursory perusal of the names end data contained 
In Wolfgang BARTKE's book, CHnAXDTTK, refit ots that It Is tha and result 
of very extensive research, and oould prove of extreme vain* to agencies 
concerned with OB of Ccarauni at China.
